2f C.I.G, Dirootlro Ho, 1 

Pursuant to paragraph X of tho latter fro* the president dated 22 Janu¬ 
ary 194& which designated this Authority as responsible for planning, devel¬ 
oping and coordinating the Federal foreign intelligence activities so as to 
assure the nost effective aoeoapllshaent of the lntelllgenee mission related 
to the national security, the following policies and procedures relating to 
the liquidation of the Strategic Services Quit are amuKtaoedg 

1* the national Interest demands that the complete liquidation of 880 
shall not be accomplished until it is determined which of itc functions and 
activities arc required for the peraanent Federal foreign Intelligence pro¬ 
gram, and should therefore be transferred to tho Central Intelligence Group 
or other agencies in order that Its usaful aasete may act be lost. Such de¬ 
termination and transfers shall be made and the liquidation of the remainder 

/ 

of 880 shall bo oompletad as promptly as possible and prior to 1 July 1947* 
The Director of Central Intelligence shall issue tbs necessary directives to 
effect the liquidation. Ho will make recommendations to this Authority as 
to the lntelllgenee activities permanently required in the peace-time effort, 
2, During the period of liquidation the MU should be administered and 
operated so as to service, to the extent practicable, the intelligence agen¬ 
cies subject to our coordination, Tho Director of Central Intelligence shall 
issue the necessary directives to the Director of 880 required to accomplish 
this mission.
